2. Insert the microphone plug (with 
the black band) into a Vs-inch 
microphone input jack. 

3. Adjust the headband for a com- 
fortable fit, then adjust the boom 
microphone so it is about 1 inch 
from your mouth.

4. Adjust the sound source’s volume 
to a comfortable level.
